SELECTMEN  S REPORT. 

’ The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  was  held  February  9,  1918  and  organized 
with  the  choice  of  Charles  P.  Maxfield  as  chairman  and  John 
I.  Bryant  as  clerk. 

Miss  Lillian  H.  Simas  was  chosen  as  secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

As  voted  by  the  town  at  its  Annual  Town  Meeting  the 
bill  presented  by  the  City  of  New  Bedford  for  Fairhaven  \s 
part  of  the  maintenance  of  the  New  Bedford  and  Fairhaven 
Bridge  for  the  year  1916-1917  amounting  to  $2,193.00  was 
paid  and  placed  in  the  tax  levy  of  1918. 

As  voted  by  the  town  at  its  Annual  Town  Meeting  the 
bill  presented  by  the  City  of  New  Bedford  for  Fairhaven ’s 
part  of  the  maintenance  of  the  Coggeshall  Street  Bridge  for 
the  year  1916-1917  amounting  to  $124.95  was  paid  and  placed 
in  the  tax  levy  of  1918. 

As  voted  by  the  town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in- 
structing the  Selectmen  to  sign  deeds  of  conveyance  for  the 
town  of  the  so-called  Town  Farm  on  the  east  side  of  North 
Main  Street,  the  board  in  accordance  signed  deeds  for  the 
west  half  of  said  land  to  Mina  Jacobs  and  Jonathan  Jones 
received  for  same  the  sum  of  five  thousand  ($5,000.00) 
dollars. 

. As  it  was  voted  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  refer  the 
matter  of  investigating  the  purchase  of  an  automobile 
pumping  engine  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  fire  engineers 
as  a committee  to  report  on  same  at  some  future  Town  Meet- 
ing, the  committee  have  made  a partial  investigation  and 
would  recommend  that  the  matter  owing  to  present  condi- 
tions be  granted  further  time,  and  would  most  respectfully 
request  that  the  Committee  have  an  extension  of  time  before 
reporting  upon  so  important  a matter. 

The  most  important  event  the  selectmen  was  called  upon 
to  consider  and  perform  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  citizens,  in 
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the  year  1918  was  the  reception  and  entertaining  of  the 
Japanese  ambassador  to  the  United  States,  Viscount  Ishii, 
who  notified  the  Selectmen  through  Mr.  Charles  S.  Hamblin, 
that  Dr.  Nakahama,  son  of  Manjiro  Nakahama,  a native  of 
Japan,  wished  to  present  to  the  town  a beautiful  Samurai 
sword,  in  commemoration  of  the  rescue  of  his  father  when  a 
boy  from  an  island  in  the  Japan  seas  by  Captain  William 
H.  Whitfield  of  our  town.  To  assist  and  make  a success  of 
the  matter  the  Selectmen  appointed  a committee  of  forty 
citizens,  who  were  assigned  to  take  care  of  the  several  parts, 
and  the  Selectmen  feel  justified  in  making  the  assertion 
that  the  whole  undertaking  was  carried  out  in  the  best 
manner  possible.  The  board  would  recommend  the  expense 
of  same  be  paid  from  incidental  account. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  28,  1913,  the 
citizens  unanimously  voted  that  the  town  accept  the  trust 
created  by  the  following  provisions  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Henry  H.  Rogers : — 

1 give  and  bequeath  to  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts,  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Thousand 
(100,000)  Dollars,  in  trust,  however,  as  a permanent  en- 
dowment fund,  and  I direct  that  the  income  thereof  be  ap- 
plied between  the  maintenance  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
Schools  of  the  said  Town  of  Fairhaven. 

In  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  said  will  as  to  the 
management  of  said  Trust  Fund,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
submit  the  following  statement : 

Received  from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Henry  H.  Rogers,  Aug.  12,  1913,  $100,000.  Deposited  same 
in  Fairhaven  National  Bank  at  2 per  cent  interest.  * 

Invested  Oct.  24,  1913,  $25,000.00  in  New  York  Tele- 
phone Co.,  first  general  mortgage  4%%  gold  bonds  at  cost 
of  $24,468.75. 

Invested  Oct.  25,  1913,  $25,000,000  in  American  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  Co.,  Collateral  Trust  4%  bonds  at 
a cost  of  $21,937.50. 

Deposited  Dec.  30,  1913,  in  Fairhaven  Institution  for 
Savings  $10,000.00.

Income  received  from  Rogers  Trust  Fund  to  Dec.  20, 
1918,  $4545.80. 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  April  28,  1913,  the 
citizens  voted  to  approve  the  action  of  the  Selectmen  in  ac- 
cepting from  the  Executors  of  the  will  of  Sarah  C.  Anthony, 
ten  thousand  { 10,000.00)  dollars,  bequeathed  by  her  to 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven  in  trust,  to  be  held  as  a permanent 
fund,  in  memory  of  her  late  husband,  Edmund  Anthony,  Jr., 
the  income  thereof  to  be  devoted  to  educational  purposes, 
in  such  manner  as  the  school  committee  may  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

Income  received  from  Anthony  Fund  to  Dec.  20,  1918, 
$429.50. 
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One  of  the  most  important  matters  and  benefits  the  town 
has  received  the  past  year,  was  the  allowance  to  the  town  from 
the  heirs  and  children  of  Mr.  Henry  H.  Rogers,  the  town’s 
greatest  benefactor,  who  gave  the  town  our  High  School,  the 
sum  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine  thousand  (479,000) 
dollars.  The  interest  from  which  will  aggregate  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars  annually  for  the  support  of  the 
Town’s  High  School. 

The  said  interest  is  forwarded  to  the  Town  Treasurer, 
by  the  Farmers  Loan  and  Trust  Co.  of  New  York,  who 
have  charge  of  the  Trust  Fund,  the  accounts  to  be  kept 
separate  from  all  other  Town  Accounts  by  the  Town  Treas- 
urer, and  all  accounts  before  payment  approved  by  School 
Committee  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Board  would  recommend  that  the  town  at  its  An- 
nual Town  Meeting,  vote  to  send  to  each  one  of  the  donors 
of  said  Fund,  a vote  of  thanks,  by  this  manner  showing 
to  same  the  citizens’  appreciation  the  town  has  received 
from  this  great  help  and  benefit  to  our  town. 

If  any  of  the  citizens  wishes  to  see  at  any  time  the 
indenture  of  Trust  Fund  copies  of  same  will  be  on  file  with 
Selectmen  and  School  Committee. 

The  Selectmen  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  and  tax 
payers  of  the  town  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  town. 
Our  town  debt  is  increasing  and  about  up  to  the  debt  limit. 
All  departments  of  the  town  are  increasing  their  expenses 
accounts,  owing  to  the  much  larger  cost  of  all  necessary  sup- 
plies, and  the  State  Legislature  making  laws  that  compel  the 
town  to  furnish  support  for  an  increasing  number,  which 
formally  wTere  self-supporting.  The  Board  most  earnestly 
request  the  citizens  to  investigate  and  act  upon  the  same 
in  a conservative  and  as  a business  matter.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Board  of  Selectmen!  had  charge  of  the  Street  De- 
partment work  the  past  year  and  selected  to  have  charge  of 
the  work  as  foreman,  Henry  C.  Pierce,  who  superintended 
the  macadamizing  and  resurfacing  the  streets  and  William 
H.  Bryant  had  charge  of  the  general  repairs  on  same. 

The  Street  Department  has  given  its  usual  attention  to 
keeping  the  streets  and  gutters  clean  and  tidy,  and  as  it 
makes  quite  an  item  in  the  street  dapartment  expense  ac- 
count, the  Board  requests  the  citizens  to  refrain  as  much  as 
possible  from  using  the  streets  and  gutters  as  a dumping 
place,  it  would  not  only  give  the  streets  a better  appearance 
but  we  should  all  do  what  we  can  to  keep  up  the  genera! 
character  of  our  town  for  cleanliness. 

As  voted  at  Special  Town  Meeting  held  May  6,  1918, 
that  they  approved  of  the  action  of  the  Selectmen  in  order  to 
continue  the  macadamizing  of  the  so-called  Sconticut  Neck 
Road,  under  the  following  eonditions,  that  the  County  and 
State  allow  the  Town  three  thousand  ($3,000.00)  dollars 
each,  the  Town  to  appropriate  the  same  amount,  the  Board 
would  report,  the  same  has  been  received  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  Town’s  appropriations  for  same  the  amount  was 
raised  by  notes.  The  Board  feels  confident  that  the  said 
highway  is  good  for  years  with  a top  dressing  applied  when 
needed. 

The  main  work  done  by  the  general  highway  depart- 
ment the  past  year  lias  been  resurfacing  the  streets,  build- 
ing a great  many  streets  and  raising  same  with  cinders. 
This  we  find  makes  a very  good  road  and  sidewalk  and  are 
an  improvement  over  any  common  one  after  they  are  cov- 
ered with  screenings ; all  the  streets  have  been  resurfaced  by 
the  use  of  tar  as  binder. 

The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  law  which 
prohibits  placing  any  rubbish  or  material  in  the  highways  of 
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the  Town.  As  many  of  our  citizens,  janitors  of  our  public 
buildings  and  churches  have  been  in  the  habit  of  cleaning 
their  yards  and  lawns  of  grass,  leaves,  etc.,  then  raking  or 
sweeping  the  same  into  the  streets,  this  law  applies.  Trust- 
ing this  notice  will  be  sufficient,  and  that  we  all  use  barrels 
in  which  to  place  our  refuse  in  the  future,  by  so  doing  it  will 
be  received  by  the  ash  cart. 

AVe  would  also  recommend  that  the  citizens  of  the  Town 
do  all  they  can  to  separate  the  waste  paper  from  the  ashes. 
Perhaps  if  they  would  burn  the  paper,  or  have  a separate 
barrel  or  box  to  place  the  paper  in,  it  would  help  the  matter; 
but  we  are  fully  satisfied  something  must  be  done  to  abate 
the  nuisance  which  now  exists. 


REPORT 


OF  THE 


TREE  WARDEN 
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To  the  Citizens  of  Fairliaven,  Mass. : 

The  Tree  Warden  hereby  submits  his  annual  report. 

Although  little  has  been  done  other  than  spraying,  owing 
to  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  material,  practically  no  money 
was  left  for  the  removal  of  dead  trees  and  dead  branches, 
which  are  many  and  ought  to  be  attended  to.  If  they  are  not 
attended  to  the  Town  becomes  liable  for  damages  from  falling 
dead  wood.  The  Tree  Warden’s  attention  has  been  called  in 
many  cases  to  dead  limbs,  etc.,  but  nothing  was  done  except 
where  absolutely  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  pedestrians. 

Few  trees  have  been  planted  this  year,  the  Improvement 
Association  not  having  the  funds.  Six  young  Linden  trees 
were  planted  around  the  new  school  on  the  corner  of  Green 
and  Bridge  Streets. 

The  Tree  Warden  feels  that  the  Town  could  afford  to 
plant  fifty  (50)  trees  each  year,  that  the  beauty  of  the  Town 
can  be  preserved  and  perpetuated. 

The  Tree  Warden  recommends  the  appropriation  of  Two 
Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000.00).

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  present  their 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1918. 

During  the  past  year  the  department  has  answered  41 
still  alarms  and  8 bell  alarms. 

Recommended  that  the  Town  appropriate  this  year

Dear  Sirs: 

I herewith  submit  my  report  as  Inspector  of  Animals 
for  the  Town  of  Fairhaven. 

During  the  past  year  I have  inspected  937  animals,  of 
which  571  were  dairy  cows,  171  young  cattle,  180  swine,  14 
bulls  and  1 goat. 

Also  have  inspected  three  interstate  cattle  and  found 
them  free  from  tuberculosis,  also  one  horse  which  was  found 
free  from  glanders.  No  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  found  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  and  in  all  cases  where  improvements  or 
cleaning  up  was  recommended  my  suggestions  have  been  car- 
ried out  as  far  as  possible.

SEWER  CONSTRUCTION — 875  feet  of  eight-inch  sewer 
in  Garrison  Street,  completing  contract  with  H.  W.  Barney, 
made  in  1917. 

Sixty-eight  feet  of  eight-inch  privately  owned  sewer  in 
North  Green  Street,  paid  for  by  Peter  Nerbonne. 

CONNECTIONS — There  were  twelve  repairs  made  and 
thirty-one  buildings  connected,  making  a total  of  733  con- 
nections to  date. 

POWER  HOUSE— Owing  to  increased  costs  of  labor  and 
supplies  during  the  year  1918,  the  cost  of  operating  the  sta- 
tion was  $4,700.00. 

Figuring  on  the  present  cost  of  labor  and  supplies,  it 
will  cost  at  least  $5,400.00  for  the  year  1919. 

REMARKS — Material  and  supplies  have  nearly  doubled 
in  price.  Fuel  has  increased  about  22  per  cent.  Machine 
shop  charges  and  skilled  labor  have  increased  about  57  per 
cent.  Laborers’  pay  has  increased  about  80  per  cent.,  and 
it  is  hard  to  find  help  at  any  price.  The  engineers’  pay  also 
has  been  increased  37  per  cent. 

It  is  fitting  that  something  be  said  about  the  Sewer 
Pumping  Station.  This  important  end  of  the  system  has  in 
no  way  been  neglected.  Very  true,  many  of  our  towns 
people  expected  to  see  a new  pumping  outfit  installed,  bui 
after  careful  investigation  of  the  whole  system  the  Board 
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decided  to  keep  the  machinery  in  the  station  in  good  repair, 
as  money  spent  for  new  machinery  would  amount  to  prac- 
tically nothing  so  far  as  the  outside  working  of  the  system 
is  concerned.  The  ejectors  are  inadequate  in  times  of  heavy 
rain.  No  matter  what  power  there  is  in  the  station,  unless 
the  ejectors  and  piping  are  of  ample  size  to  carry  off  the 
water,  flooded  cellars  must  he  expected.  At  certain  times  it 
is  impossible  under  the  best  working  conditions  to  take  off 
the  enormous  amount  of  water,  in  addition  to  the  sewerage 
which  finds  its  way  into  the  main  sewer  through  leaky  joints 
and  cellar  drains. 

The  system,  therefore,  must  eventually  be  built  up  to 
take  care  of  the  constantly  increasing  demands  placed  upon 
it.  The  Shone  system  has  practically  reached  its  capacity, 
and  it  would  seem  to  the  Board  unwise  to  restrict  the  public 
.much  longer  in  this  matter  so  closely  related  to  the  health 
and  sanitation  of  the  community. 

The  Board  would  be  pleased  to  co-operate  with  any 
board  or  individuals  the  Town  might  appoint  to  find  a prac- 
tical way  to  overcome  the  present  difficulties. 

With  an  overdraft  of  $700.00  from  the,  year  1918,  we 
are  obliged  to  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $8,000.00  for  the 
year  1919.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Fairhaven. 

Gentlemen : — Herewith  is  submitted  my  annual  report, 
the  twenty-second  in  the  series  of  superintendent’s  reports 
since  the  formation  of  the  union  with  Acushnet  and  Matta 
poisett. 

This  report,  without  preliminary  generalities,  will  deal 
directly  with  the  conditions  that  have  obtained  in  the  schools 
of  your  town  during  the  past  year,  with  the  work  that  has 
been  undertaken  in  an  effort  for  advancement  and  with  the 
problems  that  appear  to  present  the  most  urgent  demand 
upon  your  attention. 

Finances. 

Below  appears  a summary  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  school  department  for  the  years  1917  and  1918 
together  with  an  estimate  for  the  year  1919.  It  will  be 
noted  in  connection  with  this  estimate  that  the  principal 
increases  in  this  budget  are  in  connection  with  teachers' 
salaries,  janitors’  salaries,  fuel  and  text  books.

For  the  year  191?,  the  total  expenditures  for  elementary 
schools  were  $27,332.73.  It  therefore  appears  that  the  ex- 
penditures for  1918  are  $3,897.56  more  than  for  the  previous 
year.  This  increase  is  accounted  for  almost  entirely  in  the 
two  items  of  teachers’  and  janitors’  salaries,  the  former 
showing  an  increase  of  aprroximately  $3,000  and  the  latter 
an  increase  of  nearly  $400.  The  increase  under  '‘miscel- 
laneous” is  largely  a matter  of  bookeeping,  as  various  items 
charged  to  this  account  in  3918  were  distributed  through 
various  departments  in  the  1917  account. 

These  differences  are  due  largely  to  an  increase  in  the 
per  capita  salaries,  but  to  a partial  extent  to  the  opening 
of  the  Tripp  School  and  the  consequent  employment  of 
three  additional  teachers  and  one  additional  janitor. 

In  spite  of  this  advance  of  nearly  $4,000  it  is  perfectly 
obvious  to  anyone  conversant  with  the  situation  that  the 
increase  in  1919  must  necessarily  be  even  more  than  it 
was  in  1918. 

There  have  been  very  general  salary  increases  and  al- 
though Fairhaven  has  made  considerable  advance  in  this 
direction,  it  is  still  below  the  average  of  towns  of  its  own 
size  and  paying  ability. 

On  your  present  salary  schedule  the  total  cost  for  teach- 
ers in  the  elementary  schools  for  the  year  1919  will  be 
slightly  over  $23,000.  This  makes  no  provision  for  either 
physical  or  manual  training  in  the  elementary  schools  and 
both  of  these  lines  of  instruction  should  be  in  the  curricu- 
lum. Neither  does  it  provide  for  any  special  lines  of  work 
with  atypical  children,  allow  much  of  any  margin  for  the 
employment  of  substitute  teachers  nor  provide  for  possible 
salary  increases.  In  order  to  provide  for  the  most  urgent 
of  these  needs  a total  of  $25,000  is  needed  for  teachers’ 
salaries. 

The  increase  in  the  estimate  for  janitors  is  mainly  for 
the  care  of  the  Tripp  School. 

It  will  require  from  260  to  275  tons  of  coal  to  run  the 
four  buildings  of  the  elementary  system  during  the  year 
and  with  our  bins  practically  empty  on  January  1st,  and 
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but  little  prospect  of  any  considerable  decrease  in  the  price 
of  fuel,  it  is  evident  that  $3,000  is  a fair  estimate  of  the  fuel 
cost. 

An  approximate  increase  of  $500  for  text  books  is 
recommended.  Your  schools  are  very  poorly  equipped  with 
text  books.  It  is  impossible  to  produce  satisfactory  results 
in  the  school  rooms  under  such  conditions. 

Teachers. 

The  problem  of  securing  competent  teachers  has  been, 
during  the  past  year,  more  serious  than  at  any  time  within 
the  memory  of  the  present  generation.  Of  course  this  is 
perfectly  natural  and  is  but  a part  of  the  general  economic 
situation.  There  is  no  necessity  for  going  extensively  into 
a discussion  of  the  problem.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  at  the 
present  time  there  is  but  little  if  any  prospect  of  immediate 
improvement  in  the  situation.  This  means  that  the 
economic  law  of  supply  and  demand  will  make  it  possible 
for  competent  teachers  to  secure  substantial  salaries.  The 
town  that  wishes  to  maintain  its  schools  at  a proper  standard 
of  efficiencj'  and  not  allow  a continuous  process  of  change 
must  pay  a rate  that  will  allow  it  to  compete  for  a 
desirable  class  of  teachers  and  then  offer  them  prpspects  of 
financial  advancement  within  the  system. 

Your  superintendent  has  been  connected  with  the  local 
school  system  for  a period  of  eight  months  and  fifty-seven 
percent  of  the  present  teaching  corps  have  been  here  a 
shorter  time  than  lie  has.  In  other  words,  fifty-seven  per 
cent  of  your  elementary  school  teachers  have  actually  taught 
in  the  schools  of  Fairhaven  less  than  twenty-two  weeks. 
There  are  but  four  teachers  in  the  whole  elementary  system 
who  have  been  here  as  much  as  a year  and  a half  and  of 
those  four,  three  are  residents  of  the  town. 

This  condition  is  not  peculiar  to  the  past  school  year  as, 
for  some  time,  there  have  been  numerous  and  frequent 
changes  in  the  teaching  staff.  In  spite  of  this  fact  and  also 
in  spite  of  the  fact,  as  suggested  elsewhere,  that  the  schools 
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are  very  poorly  equipped  with  books  a fairly  good  standard 
of  work  has  been  accomplished  along  established  lines.  The 
teachers  in  your  present  system  are  faithful  and  efficient. 
They  are,  I think,  without  exception,  doing  their  best  to 
produce  the  ffiost  satisfactory  results.  Their  attitude  to- 
wards the  school  officials  has  been  cordial  and  no  teacher  in 
the  elementary  system  has  left  your  employ  without  con- 
forming fully  to  the  requirements  of  her  contract.

The  average  membership  in  all  the  public  schools  of 
the  town  for  September  1917  was  1,184.  For  September  of 
this  year,  in  spite  of  the  industrial  conditions  that  brought 
about  the  withdrawal  of  a considerable  number  of  pupils 
over  fourteen* years  of  age,  the  average  membership 
increased  to  1,219.  In  December  of  last  year  the  average 
membership  had  dropped  off  to  1,164  while  this  year  it 
dropped  to  1,179.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  falling  off  in 
membership  is  larger  this  year  than  last.  Most  of  this, 
however,  can  be  traced  to  health  conditions  which,  as  is 
noted  elsewhere,  have  been  very  serious. 

The  school  department  is  now  confronted  with  the 
problem  of  dealing  with  the  boys  and  girls  over  fourteen 
years  of  age  and  under  sixteen  who  have  left  school  during 
the  past  year  to  obtain  work.  The  law  provides  that  chil- 
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dren  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  who  have  completed  the 
fourth  grade  may  obtain  certificates  of  employment,  but  it 
also  requires  that  these  children,  unless  employed,  must  be 
in  school.  This  office  is  undertaking,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  attendance  officers,  to  trace  up  as  carefully  as  pos- 
sible those  children  who  are  out  of  work  and  should  return 
to  the  school  room.  It  is  not  expected  that  every  such  case 
will  be  found  but  a definite  effort  will  be  made  to  put  into 
effect  the  spirit  of  the  law. 

Job  C.  Tripp  School. 

The  new  school  building  at  the  corner  of  Green  and 
Bridge  streets  was  completed  in  the  spring  and  three  rooms 
were  occupied  during  the  last  five  weeks  of  the  school  year. 
In  two  of  these  rooms  were  placed  first  and  second  grade 
pupils  from  the  Washington  Street  School  that  had  been  on 
part  time  owing  to  congestion  in  that  building.  The  third 
room  was  occupied  by  pupils  of  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  who  were  transferred  from  the  Old  High  School. 

During  the  summer  it  became  evident  that  the  fourth 
room  in  this  building  must  be  made  use  of  in  view  of  a 
probable  increase  in  school  attendance. 

Owing  to  the  location  of  the  building  fairly  near  the 
center  of  population  it  seemed  desirable  to  transfer  all  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  of  the  town  to  this  building 
and  organize  the  beginnings  of  a Junior  High  School.  As 
the  plan  developed,  however,  obstacles  appeared  of  such,  a 
nature  as  to  render  the  arrangement  impracticable.  Among 
these,  was  the  probability  that  the  building  would  not  pro- 
perly accommodate  the  total  membership  of  these  two 
classes.  When  schools  opened  in. the  fall  it  was  at  once 
evident  that  this  forecast  was  justified  as  the  building  can 
accommodate  only  140  upper  grade  pupils  and  conform  to  the 
proper  seating  standards,  while  the  actual  enrollment  in 
these  two  grades  was  155,  or  fifteen  more  than  the  normal 
capacity  of  the  building.  As  a consequence  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  were  all  housed  elsewhere. 
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There  are  several  features  of  this  building  that  have 
proved  unsatisfactory.  These  are  concerned  mainly  with 
the  problem  of  water  in  the  basement,  with  features  of  the 
design  that  make  overhead  expense- of  operation  unusually 
large  and  with  poor  workmanship  and  poor  material  in 
some  elements  of  the  construction.  I would  recommend  to 
the  committee  that  a competent  consulting  architect  be 
engaged  to  make  an  inspection  of  this  building  and  report 
on  means  for  remedying  these  defects. 

Washington  Street  School. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  com- 
mittee the  fact  that  the  Washington  Street  School  should 
be  abandoned  for  school  purposes  at  the  earliest  possible 
date  as  the  conditions  there  are  not  creditable  and  the 
hygienic  situation  is  at  least  questionable.  The  rooms  are 
poorly  lighted  and  poorly  ventilated  and  the  play  ground 
entirely  inadequate.  This  building  should  be  replaced  with 
a modern,  well  lighted,  healthful  school  structure  on  a lot 
large  enough  to  provide  adequate  play  ground  facilities. 

The  Rogers  School. 

In  the  process  of  reorganization  that  was  carried  out 
during  the  summer,  it  was  found  necessary  to  transfer  the 
two  fourth  grades  from  the  Rogers  School,  one  going  to  the 
Washington  Street  building  and  one  to  the  Job  C.  Tripp. 
Under  the  present  arrangement  the  lower  floor  of  the  Rogers 
building  is  occupied  by  two  fifth  and  two  sixth  grades;  the 
upper  floor  is  occupied  by  grades  seven  and  eight,  nearly 
but  not  quite,  filling  the  seating  capacity  of  the  four  rooms. 

These  two  grades  are  organized  on  the  departmental 
basis,  each  teacher  having  her  specific  subjects  which  she 
teachers  in  all  divisions  of  both  grades  instead  of  confining 
herself  to  a single  room  and  teaching  all  subjects  in  that 
room.  The  pupils  of  these  two  grades  are  also  offered  an 
opportunity  to  take  beginner’s  work  in  direct  method 
French  and  elementary  or  general  science.  Opportunity  for 
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the  introduction  of  this  work  has  been  made  by  bringing 
about  moderate  reductions  in  the  amount  of  traditional 
geography,  technical  grammar  and  certain  features  of  the 
least  useful  arithmetic.  It  is  believed  that  the  plan  will 
work  out  successfully.  The  present  day  tendencies  in  the 
two  upper  grades  is  towards  the  organization  of  the  Junior 
High  School.  The  purpose  of  this  type  of  school  is  to  bridge 
over  to  some  extent  the  gap  that  exists  between  the  elemen- 
tary and  high  schools.  It  also  aims  to  allow  an  earlier  be- 
ginning in  specialization,  that  is,  allowing  the  pupil  in  the 
seventh  grade  to  begin  to  apply  himself  directly  to  those 
phases  of  education  for  which  he  expects,  in  later  life,  to 
have  some  actual  use. 

The  arrangement  with  the  two  upper  grades  at  the 
Rogers  School  is  merely  a beginning,  looking  towards  the 
Junior  High  School  organization.  It  seems  wise  to  make 
haste  slowly,  and  carefully  analyze  the  results  of  changed 
conditions.  One  of  the  most  important  reasons  for  the 
Junior  High  School  being  in  bad  odor  in  some  towns  where 
it  has  been  tried,  lies  in  the  fact  that  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  transplant  the  entire  system  without  properH 
preparing  the  soil.  In  other  words  the  Junior  High  School 
has  been  started  without  giving  pupils,  parents  or  teachers 
an  opportunity  to  get  an  appreciation  of  the  principles, 
pedagogical,  psychological,  and  economic  involved.  The 
worst  feature  of  this  condition  is  that  comparatively  few 
teachers  have  really  grasped  the  view  point.  It  is  not 
strange  that  such  a condition  should  exist  and  this  is  not 
intended  as  a criticism  of  upper  grade  teachers  in  general. 
As  a matter  of  fact  there  has  been  until  very  recently,  prac- 
tically no  opportunity  for  teachers  to  secure  a suitable  type 
of  training  for  this  work. 

It  seems  best  therefore  that  the  changes  that  are  brought 
about  in  the  upper  grades  should  go  no  faster  than  a pro- 
perly guided  community  is  read}"  to  accept  or  teachers  found 
tb  properly  instruct.  Acting  on  this  suggestion,  your  super- 
intendent would  recommend  that  towards  the  close  of  the 


present  school  year  a careful  evaluation  of  results  in  your 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  be  made  and,  if  the  evidence  war- 
rants, further  steps  be  taken  in  reorganization. 

In  going  much  if  any  further,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
make  minor  modifications  in  the  work  of  the  grades  imme- 
diately below,  that  is,  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  and  also 
have  the  full  co-operation  of  the  High  School  in  a readjust- 
ment of  content  and  method.  At  present  there  is  very  little 
direct  sympathy  between  the  attitude  of  the  upper  grades 
and  of  the  High  School — this  comment  to  be  interpreted  not 
as  a local  criticism  but  as  a statement  of  fact  with  refer- 
ence to  school  systems  in  general.  Our  grade  schools  con- 
sist of  eight  years,  dealing  more  or  less  in  logical  order  with 
subject  matter.  The  term  “High  School”  is  a misnomer  as 
„ the  subject  matter  and  the  method  of  the  High  School 
have  not  grown  up  as  a continuation  of  the  elementary 
school  system  but  have  developed  rather  as  they  have  been 
handed  down  from  the  college.  As  a consequence,  we  have 
the  very  definite  and  decided  break  between  the  eighth 
grade  and  the  freshman  year  in  High  School. 

Generally  speaking,  the  present  tendencies  towards  prac- 
ticalizing  the  work  of  the  school  are  developing  more  rapidly 
in  the  grades  than  in  the  High  School,  due  to  the  reasons  inti- 
mated above,  namely,  that  your  elementary  school  system 
comes  rather  directly  from  the  wishes  of  the  public  while  the 
High  School  is,  to  a considerable  extent,  dictated  to  by  the 
college  faculty  who  can  see  but  little  outside  of  their  own 
demands.  As  a consequence  the  High  School  is  to  too  large 
an  extent  still  obliged  to  “fit  for  college”  instead  of  fitting 
for  life.  (A  further  discussion  of  the  function  of  the  High 
School  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  principal  which 
appears  elsewhere). 


Special  Classes. 

The  present-day  school  administrator  is  coming  more  and 
more  fully  to  recognize  the  fact  that  our  schools  are  not  meet- 
ing the  needs  of  the  children  to  the  extent  that  they  should. 
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We  have  been  rather  content  with  our  accomplishment  if  we 
have  been  able  to  keep  a fair  percentage  of  our  pupils  in  the 
schools  and  get  from  them  acceptable  class-room  recitations. 

We  have  allowed  but  little  variation  to  meet  the  needs 
of  different  types  of  children.  Our  courses  of  study  have 
been  rather  dogmatic  and  founded  upon  tradition.  They 
have  not  kept  pace  with  changing  conditions. 

Generally  speaking,  our  schools  of  today,  and  those  of 
Fairhaven  are  fairly  typical,  are  not  doing  what  they  should 
to  fit  the  child  for  his  place  in  life.  This  is  true,  not  only 
with  reference  to  the  ordinary  class-room  material  that  we 
are  attempting  to  teach,  but  it  is  more  especially  true  in  con- 
nection with  those  specialized  lines  of  work  that  we  are  not 
attempting  to  teach. 

There  are  many  children  who  are  classed  as  lazy  or  indo- 
lent, or  stupid,  or  feeble  minded,  to  whom  no  one  of  these 
adjectives  properly  applies.  The  difficulty  is  not  that  the 
child  doesn’t  fit  the  school  work,  but  that  the  school  work 
doesn’t  fit  the  child.  We  have  been  and  still  are  to  too  great 
an  extent  trying  to  make  the  child  conform  to  a hard  and  fast 
curriculum  of  more  or  less  useless  material,  rather  than  devis- 
ing a practical,  worth-while,  vitalized  curriculum  that  will  fit 
the  varying  child  needs.  Until  we  recognize  that  such  a 
changed  view  point  must  be  adopted,  our  schools  will  be  very 
justly  open  to  criticism  for  their  failure  to  make  the  most  of 
their  opportunities. 

To  be  sure  these  changes  cannot  be  effected  in  any  revo- 
lutionary manner.  We  have  been  trained  for  generations  in 
the  idea  that  education  consists  in  book  learning  and  it  is 
hard  to  get  away  from  that  conception.  It  must  be  done, 
however,  and  it  will  be  done.  An  intelligent  public  wrill 
demand  that  it  be  done,  will  demand  that  the  child  shall  have 
an  opportunity,  in  connection  with  his  school,  to  study  those 
things  that  are  a part  of  life  itself,  instead  of  being  obliged 
to  pore  for  hours  over  certain  forms  of  technical  English 
grammar;  facts  and  dates  of  history;  rivers,  mountains, 
lakes,  cities  of  the  far  off  places  of  the  globe ; and  the  spelling 
of  words  that  they  have  no  use  for  after  they  get  them  spelled. 
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Along  the  lines  suggested  above,  one  of  the  most  crying 
needs  of  your  local  school  system  is  provision  for  special 
classes  for  atypical  children.  There  are  in  your  schools  a 
considerable  number  of  pupils  who  are  retarded  generally  or 
whose  type  of  capacity  is  along  practical  or  manual  lines 
rather  than  bookish  lines.  These  pupils  must  have  work  of 
this  nature  in  order  to  develop  the  best  that  is  in  them.  There 
are  also  those  children  who  are  above  normal  in  capacity,  and 
yet  because  of  an  established  system  of  grading  with  annual 
promotions  are  obliged  to  spend  a longer  time  in  the  school 
system  than  is  necessary.  These  pupils  are  not  only  losing 
actual  years  in  their  education  but  they  are  acquiring  dilatory 
habits  as  well.  Semi-annual  promotions  would  be  a help  in 
solving  this  latter  difficulty  as  would  a summer  review  school. 

Building  Needs. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Job  C.  Tripp  School  has 
just  been  completed  and  occupied  the  town  is  confronted  with 
a problem  in  the  matter  of  still  further  school  accommoda- 
tions. It  is  suggested  elsewhere  in  this  report  that  the  Wash- 
ington street  building  should  be  abandoned  and  a new  build- 
ing of  modern  design  provided.  In  addition  to  this  there  is 
a very  imperative  need  for  additional  school  accommodations 
in  the  north  end  of  the  town.  The  Oxford  School  is  filled  to 
capacity.  It  was  necessary  last  fall  to  remove  the  seventh 
grade  from  that  building  in  order  to  allow  room  for  the  in- 
coming classes.  From  present  indications  there  will  be  as 
large  an  entering  class  next  fall  as  there  was  last  fall.  If 
this  is  the  case  it  will  be  impossible  to  provide  for  all  of  the 
first  six  grades  in  the  north  end  of  the  town  in  that  building. 
As  a matter  of  fact  an  increase  of  fifteen  children,  yes,  even 
ten,  in  some  grades  will  create  a real  problem. 

At  the  present  time  the  dividing  line  for  -pupils  between 
the  Oxford  School  and  the  down  town  schools  is  practically 
at  Elm  street.  If  present  indications  are  correct  it  will  be 
necessary  to  change  that  dividing  line  next  fall  to  the  vicinity 
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of  Riverside  Cemetery,  in  order  to  allow  the  Oxford  building 
to  be  within  its  capacity.  A survey  of  pupil  location  through- 
out the  town  is  being  made  at  the  present  time  in  connection 
with  a general  survey  of  the  entire  school  situation.  The 
figures  from  this  survey  are  not  as  yet  available,  but  it  is  fair 
to  assume  that  your  most  imperative  building  needs  call  for 
an  additional  school  building  somewhere  in  the  rear  of  the 
High  School,  between  Main  and  Adams  streets,  in  order  to 
relieve  the  Oxford  building  and  to  a less  extent  the  lower 
grades  in  the  down  town  buildings.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  committee  take  cognizance  of  this  needed  situation  and 
provide  for  an  immediate  and  thorough  investigation  in  order 
that  the  needs  may  be  met  when  they  arise  and  that  errors  in 
location,  design  and  construction  may  be  avoided,  so  far  as 
possible. 


Physical  Training. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  present  session  of  the  General 
Court  will  make  some  form  of  physical  training  compulsory 
throughout  the  school  system.  It  is  recommended  that  im- 
mediate action  be  taken  to  provide  a supervisor  of  physical 
training,  who  shall  cany  on  the  work  both  in  the  High  School 
and  in  the  grades.  He  should  also  include  supervision  of 
community  play  grounds  during  the  summer  vacation  period, 
and  a small  appropriation  for  apparatus  should  be  provided. 

Health  Supervision. 

Below  will  be  found  brief  quotations  from  the  report  of 
the  school  nurse,  Miss  Anna  G.  Perry,  who  has  done  faithful 
and  efficient  work  in  company  with  the  school  physician  under 
very  trying  circumstances  during  the  past  few  months.  The 
supervision  and  care  of  the  health  of  the  pupils  should  be 
carried  further  than  present  conditions  will  allow.  The  Fair- 
haven  schools  should  have  the  full  time  of  a competent  nurse, 
and  the  work  of  the  physician  should  be  extended  to  provide 
for  more  frequent  inspections  and  for  regular  office  hours 
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when  exclusive  attention  can  be  given  to  the  needs  of  the 
pupils. 

Miss  Perry  reports  as  follows : 

“ Marked  improvement  has  been  noted  -in  the  health  of 
the  school  children.  There  have  been  comparatively  few  con- 
tagious cases  in  the  schools  and  children  with  any  suspicious 
symptoms  have  been  promptly  excluded.  Unfortunately 
influenza  crept  into  the  school  rooms,  though  most  of  the  cases 
were  mild.  The  vaccination  law  has  been  strictly  enforced. 
Several  children  with  pediculosis  have  been  treated  and  ex- 
cluded from  school  until  free  from  the  parasites.  This  dis- 
ease seems  prevalent  among  a certain  class  of  children  whose 
parents  are  slow  to  carry  out  instructions.  There  are  also 
parents  who  are  reluctant  to  act  because  they  refuse  to  be 
dictated  to  by  school  health  inspectors. 

“Several  children  too  poor  to  buy  glasses  have  been  sup- 
plied. Several  children  too  poor  to  pay  a doctor  for  advice 
or  treatment  have  been  sent  to  the  New  Bedford  free  clinic. 
Articles  of  clothing  have  been  given  to  many  children.  So 
far  as  possible  weekly  visits  have  been  made  to  the  schools. 
The  follow-up  work  in  the  school  accomplishes  much  more 
than  individual  child  instruction.  The  homes  are  visited,  the 
mothers  instructed  with  reference  to  specific  cases,  and  also 
with  reference  to  child  hygiene,  sanitation  and  the  care  of 
the  family. 

“The  general  prevalence  of  influenza  has  made  it  impos- 
sible to  do,  during  the  fall,  as  much  school  work  as  is  desir- 
able. However,  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers  and  of  most 
of  the  parents  has  been  very  gratifying  and  much  appre- 
ciated. ’ ’

The  High  School. 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  Principal  of  the  High 
School,  giving  a brief  outline  of  the  work  of  the  school  for 
the  period  since  the  present  building  has  been  in  use : 

Fairhaven,  Mass., 

January  10,  1919. 

Mr.  0.  H.  Toothaker, 

Supt.  of  Schools, 

Dear  Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I here- 
with submit  a report  of  High  School  conditions 
as  they  exist  today  with  a brief  comparison  with 
conditions  that  have  obtained  during  the  twelve 
years  of  the  present  organization. 

The  academic  work  of  the  school,  along 
the  line  of  traditional  school  subjects,  has  been 
efficiently  maintained  as  is  shown  by  the  success 
of  its  graduates  in  various  walks  of  life  and  by 
the  success  of  those  who  have  elected  to  con- 
tinue their  education  at  normal  school  or  college. 
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Instruction  in  the  only  subjects  taught  at  the 
school  by  means  of  which  graduates  may  immedi- 
ately expect  to  earn  a living  wage,  typewriting 
and  stenography,  is  now  confined  to  pupils  of 
the  commercial  course.  This  is  a retrograde 
movement  from  the  original  organization  of  the 
school  when  these  subjects  were  elective  for 
pupils  in  the  general  course.  The  conditions 
leading  to  this  state  of  affairs  are,  increase  in 
school  enrollment,  lack  of  teaching  staff  and 
insufficient  equipment.  I would  strongly  recom- 
mend providing  additional  typewriters  and  a 
a teacher  so  that  this  work  may  once  more  be 
made  available  for  all  pupils  in  the  school. 

In  manual  training  less  is  being  done  than 
formerly  because  there  has  been  a loss  from 
the  teaching  staff,  at  present  not  supplied. 

Mechanical  drawing  is  a subject  that  ap- 
peals to  many  boys  and  is  of  practical  value. 
Through  this  subject  many  boys  have  been  led 
to  a livelihood  or  to  further  educational  train- 
ing. There  is  now  a demand  for  women  to  fill 
positions  as  draughtsmen,  and  this  subject 
should  be  made  available  and  attractive  for 
girls  as  well  as  boys. 

The  work  in  printing,  which  was  intro- 
duced about  four  years  ago,  has  more  than 
proved  its  worth.  About  30  boys  are  taking 
this  work  each  year.  This  branch  should  be 
reorganized  and  provided  with  , a teacher  who 
does  not  have  to  divide  his  exercise  period  be- 
tween two  different  classes  in  two  different 
rooms.  It  should  also  be  made  available  for 
girls  as  well  as  boys.  In  place  of  a part-time 
teacher  of  manual  training  (a  teacher  shared 
with  another  town)  I would  recommend  a 
teacher  who  would  give  all  of  his  time  to  Fair- 
haven  schools.  The  work,  in  mechanical  draw- 
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ing,  printing  and  manual  training  could  then 
be  properly  administered. 

In  the  household  arts,  additional  oppor- 
tunity has  been  given  the  girls  for  instruction 
in  sewing,  and  the  work  in  cooking  and  sewing 
is  efficiently  administered.  Many  girls  expect- 
ing to  become  nurses,  dietitians  or  instructors 
of  household  arts  have  been  well  served  by  these 
courses. 

During  the  last  few  years  courses  in  civics 
and  general  science  have  also  been  organized. 
These  have  been  in  the  line  of  progress.  The 
number  and  scope  of  such  courses  should  be  in- 
creased as  changed  conditions  of  living  come 
into  vogue,  otherwise  a static  condition  will 
ensue  which  will  neither  be  in  the  line  of 
progress  nor  permit  the  school  to  serve  the 
needs  of  the  pupils. 

The  problem  of  part-time  education  for 
pupils  over  14  years  will  soon  have  to  be  con- 
sidered by  the  High  School.  For  such  pupils  the 
school  will  have  to  provide  courses  that  will 
assist  the  worker  in  his  vocation  and  educate 
specifically  for  citizenship.  In  order  that  we 
may  be  prepared  I recommend  that  greater  atten- 
tion be  given  to  those  subjects  most  nearly 
vocational  and  most  likely  to  function  in  the  life 
of  the  pupil  going  directly  from  school  to 
work.  Commercial  branches,  mechanical  draw- 
ing, printing,  , sewing,  cooking,  household  and 
practical  arts  illustrate  my  meaning. 

The  school  enrollment  has  fallen  below 
that  of  last  year  owing  largely  to  war  conditions. 
The  total  enrollment  at  the  High  School,  the 
enrollment  of  Fairhaven  pupils  alone,  the 
population  of  the  town  and  theoretical  enroll- 
ment which  the  High  School  should  have  are 
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shown  by  graphs  in  preparation.  For  the 
last  two  years  the  immaturity  of  the  entering- 
class  has  been  marked  and  in  two  years  this 
will  be  reflected  in  smaller  graduating  classes. 

During  the  last  twelve  months  the  school 
has  lost,  through  leave  of  absence  or  resignation, 
60  per  cent  of  its  teaching  staff  including  all 
of  the  teachers  of  English,  mathematics,  and 
commercial  branches, — Mr.  Woodbury,  Miss 
Leach,  Mrs.  Bailey,  Miss  Grant,  Miss  Janowsky, 
Mr.  Hill,  Mr.  Parker,  Miss  Baker. 

This  constitutes  a handicap  which  will  be 
overcome  as  the  new  teachers  become  familiar 
with  their  work.  It  has  been  necessary  to  drop 
the  physical  education  for  some  months.  This 
fall,  work  for  the  girls  was  resumed  upon  a 
satisfactory  basis,  and  is  efficiently  conducted 
by  Miss  Winslow.  The  boys  have  been  without 
an  instructor  for  a longer  time  than  the  girls. 
Never  before  have  the  beneficial  results  of  the 
physical  instructor’s  work  been  so  manifest  as 
during  the  time  that  we  have  been  compelled  to 
be  without  such  a leader.  The  work  of  the 
commercial  department  is  being  well  carried  on 
by  Miss  Jennison  and  Miss  Combs  and  when  the 
other  positions  are  permanently  filled  the  school 
should  look  forward  with  renewed  vigor.  The 
past  year  has  been  a trying  one,  as  in  all  High 
Schools,  but  the  coming  year  is  one  of  promise. 

The  loyalty  and  patriotism  of  our  High 
School  pupils  have  been  conspicuous.  They  have 
entered  the  army  and  navy  in  large  numbers, 
they  have  served  as  nurses  and  Red  Cross  work- 
ers, they  have  purchased  bonds  and  Thrift 
Stamps,  they  have  conserved  supplies  of  all 
kinds.  I have  the  honor  to  hold  in  trust  for  the 
High  School  $400  in  bonds,  bought  and  paid  for 
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by  the  classes  of  1917  and  1918  and  by  the  Ath- 
letic Association. 

I wish  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  loyal 
support  and  hard  work  of  the  High  School 
teachers,  past  and  present,  to  whom  a large 
share  of  praise  is  due  for  their  unremitting 
efforts  to  make  our  school  efficient.

The  enrollment  at  the  High  School  has  fallen  off  some- 
what from  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  1917-18. 
This  is  probably  due  in  a large  measure  to  economic  con- 
ditions. It  is  possible  that  poorer  preparation  on  account 
of  the  necessary  readjustments  in  the  elimination  of  the  ninth 
grade  may  be  a minor  factor.  There  is  every  reason,  how- 
ever, to  believe  that  the  condition  is  only  temporary.  In 
this  loss  of  enrollment  Fairhaven  shares  with  practically  all 
other  High  schools  throughout  the  country,  as  there  has  been 
a general  falling  off  in  secondary  school  attendance. 

As  suggested  in  Mr.  Kimball’s  report  there  have  been, 
during  the  past  few  months,  a considerable  number  of  changes 
in  the  teaching  force.  Some  of  the  teachers  have  left  to  go 
into  war  service,  some  into  industrial  occupations,  and  some 
to  accept  higher  salaried  positions  elsewhere.  It  has  been 
necessary  in  order  to  retain  some  of  our  teachers  to  increase 
salaries,  and,  in  filling  the  positions  of  those  who  have 
resigned,  it  has  been  necessary  to  pay  higher  salaries  in  order 
to  secure  competent  material.  Outside  of  teachers’  salaries, 
general  economic  conditions  have  made  the  other  factors  in 
operating  the  school  considerably  more  expensive  than  here- 
tofore. 

During  the  past  year  the  work  in  physical  and  manual 
training  has  been  carried  on  to  a reduced  extent  on  account 
of  the  difficulty  in  securing  men  capable  for  the  work. 

The  most  notable  event  of  the  year  in  connection  with 
High  School  affairs  has  been  the  final  adjustment  of  the  sources 
of  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  school.  Early  in  the  fall  the 


four  heirs  of  Mr.  Henry  H.  Rogers  subscribed  to  an  indenture 
of  trust  in  the  sum  of  $479,000  in  favor  of  the  Fairhaven  High 
School.  This  trust  is  administered  by  the  Farmers’  Loan  & 
Trust  Company  of  New  York  city.  This  shows,  at  the  present 
rate  of  income,  a net  annual  fund  for  High  school  expenses 
in  the  sum  of  $24,928.  The  income  at  present  is  being  paid  to 
the  town  treasurer  in  quarterly  installments  in  advance,  the 
amount  being  determined  by  an  estimate  on  the  part  of  the 
school  committee  of  the  expenses  for  the  quarter.  This  plan 
became  effective  October  1,  1918. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  school  for  the  year  1919  is 
$26,250.  The  estimated  revenue  from  tuitions  from  Acushnet 
and  Rochester  is  approximately  $1,500.  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  extensive  repairs  to  the  building  are  impending,  it  seems 
wise  that  the  town  of  Mattapoisett  should  be  asked  to  pay 
tuition  for  its  pupils  who  are  attending  the  school.  The  attend- 
ance has  varied  recently  from  37  to  41.  In  New  Bedford, 
the  high  school  tuition  is  $100  per  year.  It  would  seem  fair 
to  ask  Mattapoisett  to  pay  a tuition  rate  of  half  that  charged 
by  New  Bedford  or,  for  the  year  1919,  a flat  sum  of  $2,000. 
This  gives  the  school  a total  income  of  $28,500  per  year.  With 
an  annual  outlay  for  operating  expenses  as  estimated  above 
amounting  to  $26,250,  this  would  leave  a margin  of  $2,250, 
which  is  no  more  than  a safe  amount  for  repairs,  in  view  of 
the  size  of  the  plant  that  must  be  kept  up,  and  particularly  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  considerable  expenditures  are  needed  at 
once  in  order  to  avoid  a large  and  unwarranted  deterioration. 
Following  is  a letter  which  has  been  approved  by  the  school 
committee  expressive  of  its  appreciation  and  forwarded  to 
each  of  the  subscribers  to  the  indenture: 

“In  grateful  appreciation  of  the  generous 
gift  of  Mr.  H.  H.  Rogers  and  his  children,  the 
undersigned  members  of  the  special  committee 
appointed  for  this  purpose  wish  to  express  the 
thanks  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  people 
of  Fairhaven  for  the  gift  and  endowment  of  the 
Fairhaven  High  School. 

“The  unknown  number  of  boys  and  girls 
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who  will  partake  of  the  unusual  opportunity  for 
education  will  remember  with  gratitude  the 
spirit  that  moved  the  donor  to  express  his  belief 
in  young  people  by  affording  them  opportunities 
beyond  those  he  ever  enjoyed. 

“To  you  who  have'  so  faithfully  and  gen- 
erously carried  out  your  father’s  plans,  we  ex- 
tend the  thanks  of  the  community  and  the  appre- 
ciation of  the  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls  who 
have  already  shared,  and  of  those  who  will  in 
the  future  share,  the  blessings  and  joys  which 
have  been  made  available  through  your  service.  ’ ’ 

As  suggested  in  connection  with  the  report  on  your 
elementary  schools,  it  would  seem  wise  to  make  a careful 
evaluation  of  results  at  the  high  school  looking  towards  the 
possibility  of  operating  a broader  type  of  secondary  school 
work,  a type  that  would  meet  the  demands  of  a larger  pro- 
portion of  your  children  of  high  school  age  and  offer  them 
more  advantages  along  the  lines  of  the  practical  in  education. 
This  will  probably  mean  eventually  the  introduction  of  part- 
time  and  continuation  work  in  your  manual  arts,  domestic 
arts,  physical  and  chemical  laboratories — not  only  for  those 
pupils  who  have  completed  the  traditional  preparation  for 
high  school  but  for  many  who  leave  school  at  fourteen  years 
of  age  and  in  the  5th,  6th  or  7th  grades. 


In  concluding  my  comments  and  suggestions,  I appre- 
ciate the  fact  that  some  of  the  changes  and  improvements 
recommended  cannot  be  put  into  immediate  effect  for  finan- 
cial and  other  reasons.  On  the  other  hand,  I believe  that 
no  suggestion  has  been  made  that  should  not  be  given  early 
and  thorough  consideration  with  a view  to  its  introduction. 

The  few  months  that  I have  been  connected  with  your 
school  system  have  been  exceedingly  pleasant  and  I have 
appreciated  to  the  full  the  attitude  of  all  with  whom  I have 
come  in  contact  in  connection  with  my  duties.

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HIGH  SCHOOL  FINANCES.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1918. 

To  the  Trustees  of  The  Millicent  Library : 

During  the  year,  1918,  the  Avar  has  naturally  made  its 
impress  on  the  activities  of  the  library  and  Avhat  has  been 
done  aside  from  routine  administration  has  been  a modest 
contribution  to  Avar  service. 

We  have  continued  by  the  use  of  poster  space,  bulletins 
and  the  distribution  of  literature,  to  aid  in  a small  Avay  the 
Liberty  Loan,  the  Red  Cross  and  the  War  Chest  campaigns. 
A table  has  been  maintained  for  the  distribution  of  the 
various  bulletins  and  circulars  of  the  Food  Administration 
and  over  five  hundred  pamphlets  of  value  to  home  garden- 
ers Avere  secured  and  distributed. 

The  special  activdy  of  libraries  in  the  Avar  has  been  the 
Library  War  SerAuce  under  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion which  has  erected  and  maintained  library  buildings 
in  every  cantonment  and  large  naval  station  and  pro- 
vided library  service  in  hospitals,  in  small  camps  and  in  all 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  K.  C.  huts  AAdierever  located  and  has  shipped 
over  500,000  books  overseas  Avhere  a special  service  has  been 
developed.  For  the  Library  War  Service,  The  Millicent 
Library  collected  oA'er  700  books,  the  majority  of  which 
Avere  sent  overseas  through  the  Cambridge  Dispatch  Office. 
Advertising  for  this  book  campaign  was  done  through  paid 
space  in  the  local  paper,  as  well  as  reading  notices,  by  a dis- 
play advertisement  in  the  March  issue  of  the  Bulletin  and 
by  the  circulation  of  hand  bills.  The  quality  of  the  books 
given  was  unusually  good. 

During  the  months  of  September,  October  and  Novem- 
ber, the  librarian  was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  assist  in 
the  administration  of  the  camp  library  at  Camp  Upton  Avhere 
for  the  greater  part  of  the  period  he  was  in  charge.  This 
Avas  the  same  librarj’  he  served  as  organizer  in  the  fall  of 
1917  and  naturally  the  one  in  which  he  had  a special  interest. 
He  returned  with  a sense  of  satisfaction  in  the  work  that 
has  been  accomplished  and  an  appreciation  of  the  oppor- 
tunity of  sharing  in  it. 


An  opportunity  for  local  service  came  with  the  estab- 
lishment of  a station  of  the  U.  S.  Naval  Reserve  Force  in 
Fairhaven.  With  the  approval  of  the  commanding  officer, 
who  provided  shelving  in  the  recreation  room  at  the  bar 
racks,  a representative  collection  of  popular  books  was 
loaned  the  station.  These,  with  the  considerable  number 
given  by  friends,  constitute  a library  for  the  barracks  that 
reports  indicate  has  been  fully  appreciated,  and  which  will 
be  used  more  than  ever  during  the  winter  by  the  men  who 
will  be  stationed  there.  Many  officers  and  men  have  taken 
out  cards  at  the  main  library  and  have  spoken  appreciatively 
of  services  rendered. 

In  its  normal  activities  the  year  1918  has  been  one  of 
steady  progress  rather  than  one  of  special  achievement. 

For  twenty-five  years  the  Millicent  Library  had  opened 
its  doors  to  the  public  each  day  in  each  year,  including  Sun- 
days and  holidays.  We  regret  that  this  record  has  been 
broken.  During  the  influenza  epidemic  in  the  fall,  the  Board 
of  Health  deemed  it  wise  as  a precautionary  measure  to 
order  the  library  closed  for  both  reading  and  circulation  of 
books.  The  period  of  closing  lasted  from  September  29th 
to  October  28th,  exactly  one  month.  This  closing  period 
made  the  home  use  of  books  for  the  year  less  than  for  1917, 
though  the  difference  was  much  less  than  the  average  cir- 
culation for  one  month.  The  Oxford  Branch,  which  was 
closed  for  the  same  period,  odd  enough,  shows  for  the  eleveu 
months  of  1918  a gain  of  413  in  circulation  over  the  twelve 
months  of  1917.  The  staff  continued  at  work,  and  the  en- 
forced suspension  offered  a rather  unusual  opportunity  to 
take  inventory  uninterrupted  and  to  finish  many  odds  and 
ends  of  work. 


Accessions  and  Withdrawals. 

The  number  of  books  added  to  the  library  during  1918 
was  1070,  of  these  632  were  new  titles,  the  remainder  being 
replacements  or  volumes  added  by  binding.  Gifts  acces- 
sioned numbered  20.  There  were  188  withdrawals,  making 


the  total  number  of  books  in  the  library  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  24,643. 

Mr.  Edward  Denham  has  continued  to  give  us  regularly 
the  annals  of  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social 
Science  and  the  Pennsylvania  Magazine  of  History,  gifts 
that  are  appreciated.  We  have  received  from  Mr.  Lemuel 
Tripp  of  New  York  correspondence  between  his  father  and 
Henry  Clay,  autograph  letters,  which  are  welcome  additions 
to  our  collection. 

Registration  and  Home  Use  of  Books. 

A new  registration  was  begun  this  year.  All  borrowers' 
cards  in  use  for  three  years  automatically  expired  and  their 
possessors  were  asked  to  re-register.  The  registration  totals 
1,218  names  for  the  year;  of  these  about  one-third  are  new 
names  on  our  list. 

The  number  of  books  issued  for  home  use  was  45,883, 
the  total  including  the  Oxford  Branch  amounted  to  52,381. 
These  figures,  of  course,  are  for  the  eleven  months  the  library 
was  open  to  borrowers.  Books  on  the  war  have  continued 
in  popularity,  the  number  actually  issued,  not  including 
books  strictly  military  or  naval  in  character,  being  1,483. 

Children’s  Room  and  Work  with  Schools. 

The  circulation  of  books  from  the  children’s  department 
was  12,965  which  proportionally  was  an  increase  over  last 
3Tear.  The  children’s  collection  now  numbers  2544  volumes 
which  is  as  many  as  the  room  will  conveniently  shelve. 
Fewer  new  titles  were  added  this  year,  the  accessions  being 
mainly  replacements. 

The  Christmas  exhibit  in  December  consisted  entirely  of 
children’s  books.  The  attendance  while  not  large  certainly 
justified  the.  effort. 

Partty  as  the  result  of  conditions  attending  the  clos- 
ing of  schools  and  the  librar3r  during  October,*  the  usual 
school  librae  was  not  sent  to  the  High  School.  Pupils  have 
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been  coming  to  the  main  librae  for  their  work  in  reading- 
courses.  The  use  of  the  library  by  the  teachers  has  shown 
a decided  increase  this  year,  more  books,  pictures  and  clip- 
pings being  issued  under  the  school  charge  than  ever  before. 
A shelf  of  books  useful  in  connection  with  the  school 
survey  has  been  maintained. 

The  course  of  instruction  in  the  use  of  the  library 
given  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  grade  school  children  has 
been  continued.  Slight  changes  have  been  made  by  Miss 
Perry  from  year  to  year  as  the  result  of  experience  and  the 
course  is  very  favorably  regarded  by  superintendent  and 
teachers. 

Oxford  Branch. 

The  Oxford  Branch  has  grown  in  popularit}'  during  the 
past  year.  The  evidence  is  found  in  the  circulation  figures, 
6498  for  1918,  less  the  month  of  October,  as  against  6085  for 
the  full  twelve  months  of  1917.  A change  of  books  was 
made  during  the  summer,  about  half  the  fiction  and  non- 
fiction being  returned  to  the  main  library  and  other  books 
sent  in  replacement.  The  inventory  showed  a very  slight 
loss.  The  number  of  French  books  issued  is  less  than  in 
previous  years  and  new  titles  are  evidently  needed.  Mr. 
Silva  has  continued  in  charge  and  has  handled  the  work 
efficiently. 


Publications. 

The  Bulletin  has  been  continued  as  a quarterly  publica- 
tion, its  use  as  a printed  catalog  of  recent  accessions  by 
many  of  our  readers  certainly  justifies  its  existence.  The 
March  issue  was  made  a vehicle  for  advertising  the  cam- 
paign for  books  for  the  Library  War  Service  with  satis- 
factory results. 

On  July  4th,  Viscount  Ishii,  Japanese  Ambassador  to 
the  United  States  presented  to  Fairhaven  a beautiful  Sa- 
murai sword,  the  gift  of  Dr.  T.  Nakahama  of  Tokio,  Japan, 
to  commemorate  the  rescue  of  the  latter’s  father,  Manjiro 
Nakahama  by  Captain  William  H.  Whitfield  in  1841.  The 
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celebration  of  this  event,  unique  in  its  character  and  in  its 
international  aspect,  marked  an  important  day  in  the  history 
of  the  town. 

By  vote  of  the  Selectmen,  The  Millicent  Library  was 
made  the  custodian  of  the  sword  which  is  a beautiful  speci- 
men of  Japanese  workmanship  and  dates  from  the  XIVth 
century.  The  sword  in  its  glass  case  now  occupies  the  table 
in  the  trustees’  room. 

In  partial  appreciation  of  this  honor  and  in  the  belief 
that  some  permanent  printed  record  of  the  presentation  of 
the  sword  should  be  preserved,  the  library  published  in  the 
fall  a booklet  which  gives  in  outline  the  story  of  Manjiro 
Nakahama,  an  account  of  the  celebration  incident  to  the 
presentation  of  the  sword  and  the  addresses  made  at  the 
exercises.  The  booklet  w'as  printed  on  a good  grade  of 
calendered  paper  and  bound  in  an  attractive  stiff  paper 
cover  and  illustrated  by  five  cuts  of  Viscount  Ishii,  Manjiro 
Nakahama,  Dr.  Nakahama,  Captain  Whitfield  and  the  sword. 
Fifty  copies  for  presentation  purposes  were  bound  in  brown 
cloth  with  gilt  top  and  lettering. 

During  the  fall  while  the  library  was  closed,  the  entire 
floor  surface  of  the  building  was  scraped  and  refinished. 
The  vestibule  ceiling  was  retinted  and  the  walls  thoroughly 
cleaned.  Other  repairs  are  minor  in  character. 

Mrs.  Leighton  represented  the  library  at  the  annual 
conference  of  the  American  Library  Association  held  at 
Saratoga,  June  30  to  July  6th.  She  reported  an  enthusiastic 
and  inspiring  meeting  largely  devoted  to  libraries  and  the 
war  and  expressed  her  appreciation  of  the  opportunity  of 
attendance.  Miss  Perr}'  attended  the  Massachusetts  Library 
Club  meeting  at  Camp  Devens  in  May. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  board  for  the  leave  of 
absence  generously  granted  and  for  suggestion  and  assist- 
ance during  the  year.  I especially  appreciate  the  spirit  with 
which  the  staff  took  on  added  work  and  responsibility  while 
I was  away.
